American republics—Costa Rica, Hon­ 
duras, Salvador, Nicaragua aud Guate­ 
mala—has been announced here. 
Don Angel Ugartel, who says he is 
a cousin of Policarpe Bonilla, brother 
of the president of Honduras, said in 
sn Interview, “I am Informed there will 
be a general uprising In the five re­ 
publica. My mission is to collect funds 
for the revoltulon In Honduras, where 
Policarpe Bonilla, my cousin, will lead 
the Insurgent forces. 
The people of 
the five republics In Central America 
are all dissatisfied with their rulers. " 
Ugartel added that he believes the 
attem pt at a revolution in Salvador 
arm be a failure, but that he hopes for 
success in the other republics. 
Ugartel came here a few days ago 
from Mobile, and In the hotel at which 
he Is stopping there have since been 
several conferences of men from the 
Central American republics. 
So persistent have reports 
about 
such a Junta become that Tobias Cuni- 
ga, who was temporarily exiled from 
Costa Rica about a year ago alter be­ 
ing defeated as a candidate for presi­ 
dent. W edntsday took occasion to deny 
publicly taal be bas any connection 
with the alleged revolutionary move­ 
ment. 
His name has been connected 
with reports because he Is on the point 
of going to Blue Fields, Nicaragua.
